Spain, White Russia submitted 
demand that the assembly recom- 
mend "that each member of the 
United Nations organization 
ter- 


minate diplomatic and commercial 
relations, such action to include 
the suspension of communications 
by rail, sea, air, post and telegraph 
with Franco Spain." 


This was offered as an amend- 


ment to a Polish proposal calling 
for all nations to sever diplomatic 
relations with the Madrid govern- 
ment. 


The U S, terms for turning the 


islands — the Marshals. Carolines 
and Marianas — over to the U. N.. 
are contained in a draft agreement 
now being circulated among the 
11 members of the security coun- 


., cil and two other nations, New 


a- -3 theTttilippines. 


Disclosure of the terms gave 


rise to immediate speculation that 
Russia would almost certainly at- 
tack the proposals and might pos- 
sibly veto them in the security 
council. In the latter event, how- 
ever, the islands would continue 
in their present status as occupied 
enemy territory. 


The draft agreement not only 


•reserves to the United States un- 
restricted rights to establish mili- 
tary, naval and air bases within 
the trust territory, but provides 
that any or all of the area may 
be declared closed for security rea- 
sons.

President Truman, shaking off the 
first shock of his administration's 
crushing defeat in the congression- 
al elections, embarked today on 
what his associates called a new 
course of political freedom 


By their flat refusal to take se- 


rious note of suggestions within 
the president's own party that he 
resign in favor of a Republican, 
Truman's closest 
friends made 


clear that he intends to give no 
more than passing attention to 
that post-election development. 


As for the verdict at the polls 


itself, these friends declared that 
Truman is far more concerned 
over the interpretation that will 
be placed upon it abroad than he 
is over his personal political fu- 
ture.

Stalin Stays Home 


Moscow, Nov. 7—(AP)—Thou- 


sands thronged Red square to- 
day to witness a display of So- 
viet military might in a celebra- 
tion of the 29th anniversary of 
the Bolshevist revolution high- 
lighted by an order of the day 
declaring 
Russian 
preparedness 


was necessary to guarantee peace 
and security throughout the world. 


The parade began after 
the 


usual formal greeting to troops, 
delivered by Marshal Leonid Go- 
vorov, 49-year-old hero of Lenin- 
grad. 


(Moscow dispatches gave no in- 


dication that Prime Minister Sta- 
lin attended the celebrations. The 
fact the speech preceding the pa- 
rade was delivered by Govorov 
suggested that, for the second suc- 
cessive year. Stalin shunned the 
limelight. Likewise, the order of 
the day was signed by the deputy 
minister for defense and not by 
the prime minister. A year ago 
Stalin broke a precedent by al- 
lowing Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov to deliver the "state of 
the nation'' address, and did not 
attend the ceremonies). 


Demobilization Plugged 


Announcers describing the pa- 


rade—one of the smallest anni- 
versary military displays in years 
—spoke frequently of Russia's de- 
mobilization, and repeated 
Sta- 


lin's statement that the nation had 
only 60 incomplete divisions in 
the west, and shortly was to have 
but 40.
